It is the tradi- 
tional end to summer in 
Greenbelt - when friends and 
neighbors catch up with each 
other and reminisce about old 
times and past festivals. There 
will be plenty to do the entire 
weekend.

Background 

The City of Greenbelt and 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI), and 
other private owners face the pos- 
sibility of expenditures in the 
hundreds of thousands in order to 
bring their playgrounds up to the 
standards established in the last 
few years for safety and access 
by the handicapped and disabled. 
Failure to do so could mean high 
liability for a playground owner. 

GHI and the City of Greenbelt 
have been working together con- 
cerning playgrounds scattered 
throughout the original planned 
community, of which 12 are on 
city-owned land and eight are on 
GHI-owned land. Under a 1987 
agreement, the city and GHI 
agreed to share maintenance, with 
the city being responsible for 
equipment on all 20 playgrounds 
and GHI being responsible for 
grounds maintenance. 

A moratorium on the removal 
of playground equipment was de- 
clared by the city some months 
ago after residents complained 
about removal of certain equip- 
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planned. The Information Day 
tables will be moved to the re- 
hearsal hall across from the 
multi-purpose room. The photo 
and art shows will remain open 
regardless of weather conditions, 
of course. The information booth 
for the Festival committee itself 
will move to the lobby of the 
Community Center at the junction 
of the hallways, and committee 
members will direct festival goers 
from there.

The Greenbelt Recreation De- 
partment has always been a cru- 
cial part of the Labor Day Festi- 
val. The Recreation staff quietly 


ment which City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin said “the 
city felt we needed to act on right 
away.”

of Towson, Md. to inspect and 
report on the playgrounds on land 
titled to GHI. The consultants’ 
report, dated January 8, identified 
the most serious problems as a 
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Friday Come Rain or Shine

benches, head entrapment and 
strangulation issues, and lead and 
chipped paint. Each GHI play- 
ground was inspected and evalu- 
ated, after which separate cost es- 
timates were prepared’ for (a) im- 
provements in accord with safety, 


and (b) alterations to ensure. 


Americans with Disability Act ac- 
cessibility and other guidelines. 
Average cost for each GHI 
playground was in the range of 
$17,980 to $21,020 for basic 
renovations plus $6,700 to $7,000 
to ensure ADA compliance. The

Miss Greenbelt Pageant 
Continues to Improve

“It’s not about winning. It’s 
about accomplishing a goal; tak- 
ing on challenges you may have 
been reluctant to take on before.” 
That’s how Jamica El expressed 
her approach to the Miss 
Greenbelt Pageant. El, who will 
be a freshman majoring in archi- 
tecture this fall at Howard Uni- 
versity, is one of two dozen 
young women and girls partici- 
pating in the Miss Greenbelt Pag- 
eant program in this weekend’s 
Labor Day Festival. “What I’ve 
learned from the experience is 
how to stop being so competi- 
tive.” adds El. 

Almost every candidate ech- 
oed the same sentiments. Kyna 
Shaw, Jessamyn Renee Goshorn, 
Joanna Andrus and Pamela 
Amihere, all Miss Greenbelt can- 
didates, felt that it’d be great to 
win, but that the common experi- 
ences in modeling, fundraising 
activities such as car washes (be- 
fore the water restrictions were in 
effect), pizza-kit sales and bake 
sales, and’ fielding questions in 
impromptu interviews were truly 
experiences which bonded the 
participants closer together. 

So, while Heather Buerger, 
another Miss Greenbelt candidate 
said that the most difficult aspect 
was just being “ready to do your 
best” by the Festival’s opening 
night, Jessica Teets, Junior Miss 
Greenbelt 1998 recommended 


that her colleagues “try to have 
fun and just be yourself.”

For over two months, the 25 
participants have been learning a 
lot about how presentation makes 
a difference. And one aspect ev- 
eryone in attendance will witness 
is the opening dance performed 
by the entire group to the musi- © 
cal theme from this summer’s ac- 
tion film, “Wild Wild West.” 
And while none of the candidates 
has been to Carnegie Hall, each 
one will know that the secret to 
success is. indeed “practice, prac- 
tice, practice.”

GATE “Greenbelt in Focus” 
Showcases Konrad Herling

Konrad Herling’s television 
program “Greenbelt in Focus” has 
been running since 1989, the year 
Herling joined Greenbelt Access 
Television (GATE). “Green-belt 


in Focus” has interviewed contes- 


tants for the Miss Greenbelt La- 
bor Day Festival pageants. Addi- 
tionally, Herling’s show will 


cover several New Year’s Eve - 


Festival activities. 

“Greenbelt at Work” will be 
Herling’s next project. During this 
television series, he will introduce 
Greenbelt residents in and around 
their job environment. Interview- 
ing members of the Greenbelt 
police department, speaking with 
people at NASA, or chatting with 
commuters on the Metro about 
the significance of working in the 
nation’s capital could all be parts 
of this program. 

“Greenbelt has around 300 
volunteers. It is a city rich in 
community spirit,” says Herling, 
who is both board member and 
secretary of GATE, and also vol- 
unteers for the Greenbelt Arts 
Center, the New Year’s Eve Pro- 
gram Committee, and occasion- 
ally for the Greenbelt News Re- 
view. GATE, claims Herling, pro- 


‘vides excellent volunteer opportu- 


nities to someone with an interest 
in television — behind or in front 
of the camera. 
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When Herling became a board 
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member, he saw GATE as “an 
open door to express opinions on 
television ... a great addition to 
the Greenbelt News Review.” 
Particularly since local television 
was new in Greenbelt at the end

of the 1980s, Herling thought 
that he could attract young resi- 
dents to volunteer in the commu- 
nity. Thus, “Greenbelt in Focus” 
started out covering youth events, 
such as Little League sports. 

In 1991, Herling produced 
“Greenbelt 20770,” a show with 
children aged 10 through 14. Con- 
trary to the title’s implication, the 
program was not modeled after 
“Beverly Hills 90210.” Instead, 
the children learned how to write

Sidney O. Kastner 


Sidney Kastner, a resident of 
Greenbelt for 37 years, died at 
his home on August 25, 1999 of 
gastric cancer, complicated by 
bone and brain metastases. 

Born in Winnipeg in 1926, 
Sid received his B.Sc. at McGill 
University in Montreal and his 
M.A. and Ph.D. at Syracuse Uni- 
versity before coming to 
Greenbelt in 1959 to join the So- 
lar Physics Branch of the 
Goddard Space Flight Center. In 
1982, he accepted an early retire- 
ment and he and his wife, 
Bernice, moved to Vancouver, 
Canada, where he continued his 
research. The Kastners returned 
to Greenbelt in 1985 and Sid re- 
sumed work with NASA as a 
consultant, applying his expertise 
in atomic spectroscopy to astro- 
physics. His illness interrupted a 
prolific output of research publi- 
cations, with more than 30 pa- 
pers published since 1990 alone. 

Sid had many interests in ad- 
dition to his scientific research. 
From 1965 to 1975 he was a 
special reporter for the News Re- 
view, as well as a member of the 
board. His main beats were GHI 
and the city council. He also 
played the viola in amateur 
chamber music groups and en- 
joyed gardening and bird watch- 
ing. He took great pleasure in 
his three children and seven 
grandchildren, and was given 
special gratification during this 
past year, in which daughter 
Judith (Skillman) had her fourth 
volume of poetry accepted for 
publication; daughter Ruth com- 
pleted her Ph.D. in philosophy of 
science at the University of 
Maryland; and son Joel became 
an associate professor in the De- 
partment of Imaging Science at 
the Rochester Institute of Tech- 
nology. 

A memorial service will be 
held in late October after a tree 
is planted to commemorate his 
life.

Steny Hoyer

Drugs were a big deal in 
Greenbelt on August 25, when 
Steny H. Hoyer, U.S. Represen- 
tative for the Fifth Congres- 
sional District of Maryland, held 
a press conference at the Mu- 
nicipal Building to release the 
results-of a study on the cost of 


prestription-@rugs: » The .firslings 


were a bitter pill to swallow 
and, according to Hoyer, “fur- 
ther proof that Congress needs 
to expand Medicare coverage to 
prescription drugs.” 

Hoyer had requested that the 
House Committee on Govern- 
ment Reform investigate the 
pricing of five brand name pre- 
scription drugs with the highest 
sales to the elderly. Eleven 
drug stores within the Fifth Dis- 
trict were surveyed. Seniors 


‘without prescription coverage’ 
were found to pay an average 


markup of 129% for the five 
drugs studied, with a range of 
88% to 285%. 
Seniors Pay More 

“Senior citizens and other in- 
dividuals who pay for their own 
drugs pay more than twice as 
much for these drugs than do 
the drug companies’ ‘favored 
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Congressman Steny Hoyer held a press conference at the Greenbelt Municipal Building in August 
to express concerns about the high cost of prescription drugs for senior citizens.

customers’,” the report found. 
Favored customers include large 
insurance companies, health 
maintenance organizations 
(HMOs) and certain federal gov- 
ernment purchasers. 

Hoyer cited Zocor, a drug to 
combat high cholesterol, for 
which the report said “favored 
customers” paid $27 for a 30- 
day supply, while seniors with- 
out prescription coverage pay 
$103.97, a markup of 285%, for 
the same number of pills. 
Norvasc, a high blood pressure 
medicine, is priced at $59.71 for 
favored customers while seniors 
without coverage pay $117.03, a 
markup of 96%. 

“It is very hard to say that 
we do not need Medicare cover- 
age of prescription drugs when 
you see the prices senior citi- 


zens have to pay for medica= 


tion,” said Hoyer, who added 
that seniors make up 12% of the 
population but use one-third of 
all prescription drugs.” 
Personal Experiences

experiences with drug costs.

Park told the audience her 
HMO allows $1,000 per year 
for prescription drugs, for 
which she is grateful. She 
takes seven different prescrip- 
tion medicines and with a 
co-pay of $15 each, she spent 
“just over $100 a month” 
out-of-pocket from January un- 
til May. In May, the $1,000 
allowance was used up, at 
which time she began paying 
the senior citizen rates cited by 
Hoyer. 

From June | through Au- 
gust 16 Grasso has spent $947 
on medicine alone. “I can’t go 
on much longer “ (paying these 
prices) and “I can’t get another 
penny until the first of the 
year.” When she tried to cut 
down on one of her medicines, 
taking it every other day, she 
became anemic. 

Meals or Medicine 

“It’s terrible to get old and 
have to choose between meals 
or medicine” said another 
Attick Tower senior, Evelyn 
Long. Her HMO also allows 
$1,000 per calendar year, which 
has been used up already. She 
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takes eight medications, three of 
which cost over $340 for a one- 
month supply. Long also tried 
to take medicine less often to 
make it last longer, and ended 
up with a severe asthma attack. 
While her grown children help 
as much as they can, they have 
children and spouses and their 
Own expenses to meet. Long 
came to the press conference 
“to say how badly Medicare 
prescription coverage is 
needed,” not only for her but 
for thousands of other seniors. 

Hoyer told the audience there 
is presidential and political 
susport for adding prescription 
drug benefits to Medicare cover- 
age.

ness for the rain 
on Wednesday, 
August 18, be- 
cause the three inches of rain was 
sorely needed. And the rains 
around that date means between 
five and a half and six inches of 
rain fell in a ten day period. This 
was more rain than we had in 
June and July combined. This 
does not mean the drought is 
over. 

January was the only rainy 
month we have had since May of 
1998. A rainy ten day period can 
only start to make up for that 
kind of rain deficit. To get an 
idea of what I mean, notice that 
puddles were few and what 
muddy patches there were after 
the recent rains dried up quickly. 
The ground is still dry and any 
moisture that lands on it is 
quickly soaked up. 

The recent rains do bring a 
welcome reprieve from hand wa- 
tering plants. If we continue to 
receive 3/4 of an inch of rain a 
week or more, little hand water- 
ing may have to be done. But 
that assumes a normal rainfall 
pattern will return; something that 
is by no means certain to happen. 
So if it does not rain at least once 
a week, plants, especially smaller 
ones with their smaller root sys- 
tems, will need watering. 

The great thing about these re- 
cent rains is that it will mean 
some plants will not die. If we 
continued without rain I knew 
that plants in my yard which had 
suffered through last year’s 
drought would die. If they wilted 
unless watered well at that time 
then they would be all the more 
likely to die in the current, much 
drier conditions. Also plants in 
tough spots, such as on slopes or 
next to pavement, would be 
stressed too much. These plants 
have now gotten a new lease on 
life. My guess is the tougher 
types of plants will make it. I’m 
thinking of things fike ivy, day- 
lily, daffodils, rose of sharon. 
The kinds of plants that thrive 
even in yards that are totally ne- 
glected. They just seem to be able 
to make it on their own. 

This reminds me that I wanted 
to comment that I hope people 
will not give up gardening be- 
cause of their experiences in a 
tough year. There are many fine 


plants that need little care and 
BAR ASAD UPA Da epee 





survive even tough times. The 
key is picking tough varieties 
and preparing them well when 
you plant. For example, I have 
part of my garden in a sunny, 
open spot. I do not water most 
of them after the first month 
they are in the ground and I 
plan accordingly from the start. 
They are still blooming, if much 
less than usual. The annual 
flowers that have done the best 
this year are cosmos, gaillardia, 
gomphrena, cleome, and 
lisianthus. Sunflowers also 
seem to do well for other gar- 
deners. So when the drought 
ends, think about planning a 
garden again because it can be 


done. T

How to Avoid Stings 


According to the American 
College of Allergy, Asthma, and 
Immunology (ACAAI), stings 
from bees, wasps, hornets, and 
yellow jackets can be prevented. 
The ACAAIT lists several simple 
precautions that can be taken to 
avoid painful stings. One of the 
most basic tips is to avoid walk- 
ing barefoot in the grass and 
never swat at flying insects. 
Another important piece of ad- 
vice during the summer is to 
avoid drinking from any open 
beverage can, the main draw to 
any insect. 

Other precautions include 
keeping garbage cans covered 
with tight-fitting lids. People 
should also avoid using sweet 
smelling perfumes, hairsprays 
and bright colored clothing. It 
is also important to remember 
that insect repellants do not 
work against stinging insects. 

Anyone who has had an al- 
lergic reaction to an insect sting 
should see an allergist. There is 
a 60% chance of having a simi- 
lar, or worse, reaction if stung 
again. Future allergic reactions 
can be prevented with a highly 
effective vaccination program 
available from an allergist.

Eichhorst is a member of 
a Freedom of Information/Pri- 
vacy Acts Negotiation Team. 
The Team was conceived in 
1997 as a means of dealing 
with a backlog of over 16,000 
requests for information under 
the Freedom of Information 
Act (FOIA). Requests can be 
very broad in nature involving 
files from one to many thou- 
sands of pages long. The av- 
erage number of pages that 
can be processed within one 
hour is less than ten. 
Eichhorst processed one file 
on Richard Nixon with over 
45,000 pages. Another re- 
quest involved over 200,000 
pages. 

Experimental Approach 

The idea of forming a ne- 
gotiating team for FOIA was 
a new and experimental ap- 
proach. Over a two-year pe- 
riod, the team contacted over 
560 requesters of information. 
Using “exceptional communi- 
cation skills and outstanding 
negotiating techniques,” they 
called and spoke with those 
who had made the request to 
find out what it was, they re- 
ally wanted. Combining what 
they learned with “in-depth 
knowledge of the types of 
files pertinent to the request, 
and with in-depth knowledge 
of the Acts and the FBI,” they 
were able to process the re- 
quests in a way that saved the 
government two million pages 
at a rate of 10 hours per 
page, at the same time “satis- 
fying even the most sophisti- 
cated requester.” The back- 
log was cut in half and all 
requests are now processed 
faster. 

This was the first time 


anyone within the FBI portion 
of the Department of Justice 
has received the Attorney 
General’s Award for Outstand- 
ing Service. It was also the 
first time this award was 
granted to persons other than 
attorneys. 

Eichhorst has been with the 


U.S. Department of Justice 


since 1978, when she joined 
the FBI and moved to Wash- 
ington. A graduate of East- 
ern Illinois University, she 
was born and raised in Olney, 
Illinois where she grew up 
learning the political ropes 
from her father, a community 
activist and local precinct 
committeeman.

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Make the Bus Ride To School Safe 


About 25 million students ride 
school buses daily. Although this 
is one of the safest ways to travel 
to and from school, injuries do 
occur. Many injuries happen 
when children are boarding or ex- 
iting the bus. A blind spot ex- 
tends 10 feet around the bus, ob- 
structing the driver’s view. Chil- 
dren are not aware of this danger 
zone and might mistakenly be- 
lieve that if they can see the bus, 
the bus driver can see them. The 
National SAFE KIDS Campaign 
offers these important tips for 
school bus safety: 

Waiting for the Bus 

A child’s behavior at the bus 
stop is a very important aspect of 
school bus safety. Children 
should follow these safety tips 
while waiting for the bus: 

Arrive at the stop at least five 
minutes before the bus is sched- 
uled to arrive. 

Stay out of the street and 
avoid horseplay. 

Always wait for parents on the 
same side of the street as the 
school bus loading/unloading 
zone. 

On the Bus 

While on the bus, children 
should abserve the following 
safety rules: 

Remain seated at all times and 
keep the aisles clear. 

Do not throw objects. 

Do not shout or distract the 
driver unnecessarily. Keep heads 
and arms inside the bus at all 
times.

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Wait until the bus comes to a 
complete stop before exiting. 

Walk in a single file line. 

Use the handrail to avoid 
falls. 

Be aware of the driver’s blind 
spot (10 feet in front of the bus) 
when walking away from the 
bus. Do not bend over to pick 
up dropped items. Instead, chil- 
dren should notify the driver and 
ask for help. 

Cross the street at least 10 
feet in front of the bus. 

Remove loose drawstrings or 
ties on jackets and sweatshirts 
and replace with Velcro, snaps, 
or buttons. Loose drawstrings or 
book bags can snag on bus hand- 
rails putting children in danger of 
being strangled or dragged by the 
bus. 

If parents are concerned that 
a bus stop is in a dangerous 
place, they should talk with 
school officials to change the 
location.

Transforming Greenbelt Middle 
School (GMS) into a park-school 
while preserving its historic status 
was a major topic of discussion 
when Greenbelt’s School Board 
Representative Jim Henderson 
met with the Advisory Committee 
on Education (ACE) on August 
24. The park-school concept in- 
volves a formal plan to utilize the 
grounds around a school for rec- 
reational and park use by the gen- 
eral public as well as for school 
activities. 

City Councilmember Thomas 
White began the discussion of 
renovating GMS by requesting a 
commitment from the Prince 
George’s County Board of Educa- 
tion to preserve the school’s his- 
toric status. White said he is in- 
terested in a loose partnership be- 
tween the city’s Recreation De- 
partment and GMS regarding the 
ball field and sports facilities. He 
suggested the arrangement also 


include joint participation and 
shared responsibility for the 
lights. He requested that a focus 
group be formed and a sector 
map projection be done which in- 
cludes GMS. 


Mayor Judith Davis suggested . 


that if the school bus parking lot 
were moved, GMS could become 
a park-school. 

Councilmember Edward 
Putens offered that “Greenbelt is 
willing to contribute to upkeep of 
ball fields” and asked Henderson 
to relay that message to the 
Board of Education. Mayor 
Davis offered to submit a sup- 
portive letter for the project from 
the city. 

Henderson urged the commit- 
tee to move forward immediately 
to request that funds be ear- 
marked to create a park-school, 
saying it is important to get the 
politicians involved up front.

total needed for improvements to 
all eight playgrounds was esti- 
mated at $210,000 to $250,000, 
the consultants’ report stated. 

Such changes to playgrounds 
have resulted from newer serious 
concern on the part of all jurisdic- 
tions that play equipment be in 
compliance with standardized Con- 
sumer Product Safety Commission 
requirements and Americans with 
Disabilities Act (ADA) regulations 
and guidelines. 

GHI Initiatives 

Following a survey of member 
households, GHI learned that resi- 
dents favored retaining its play- 
grounds. GHI then formed an ad 
hoc study committee. This com- 
mittee recommended that the issue 
of playground indemnity be clari- 
fied in a new agreement; that the 
city hire a consultant to inspect the 
playgrounds on city property, and 
that the city address proper place- 
ment of safety surfaces at all play- 
grounds, and removal of lead 
paint. 

Meeting of City and GHI 

On February 18, McLaughlin 
met with GHI General Manager 
Gretchen Overdurff and several 
others to discuss the playground 
issues. In a subsequent letter, 
Overdurff reported that the meet- 
ing established that the 1987 
Agreement is still in effect and 
will renew annually unless either 
party gives written notice in ad- 
vance, that no serious accidents or 
recent legal actions have occurred, 
and that it would be less costly to 
replace than to repair equipment in 
many cases. 

Among other things, the city 
should address priority concerns, 
grind down or change protruding 
polts, add ‘surfacing ‘material to} a 
epth_of 12 inches under equip- 
ment and install more railroad ties 
to contain the depth, and modify 
swings for compliance. GHI also 
agreed to look into the possibility 
that ADA-compliant playgrounds 
might be eligible for Federal fund- 
ing. 

Current Status 

McLaughlin reported in a tele- 


phone interview that the City of 
Greenbelt will be making use of 
expertise from other jurisdictions, 
such as Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission, as 
well as Greenbelt staff persons cer- 
tified in playground safety, for an 
upcoming evaluation of the 30 
playgrounds (including sites such 
as Schrom Hills) which are in 
Greenbelt. 

McLaughlin also said that in 
the next month or so, staff will be 
preparing proposals seeking hoped- 
for Prince George’s County Com- 
munity Development Block Grant 
funding of playground renovations, 
and findings and recommendations 
of the Parks and Recreation Advi- 
sory Board will be sent to the 
Greenbelt City Council for consid- 
eration. PRAB is expected to re- 
sume activities shortly after Labor 
Day. 

City of Greenbelt progress on 
playgrounds to date includes re- 
painting to remove the hazard of 
lead paint, surfacing with wood 
chips, fixing protruding bolts, and 
properly spacing equipment for 
“fall zone” safety.. McLaughlin 
said surfacing issues will receive 
further study because while wood 
chips are satisfactory for all other 
safety requirement purposes, they 
do not satisfy Americans with Dis- 
abilities Act requirements. ADA 
compliance calls for use of an en- 
gineered wood fiber material. The 
city would pay for all such surfac- 
ing, he said. As to liability with 
respect to playgrounds on GHI 
property, McLaughlin said the City 
of Greenbelt would assume liabil- 
ity for any accident on playground 
equipment but not, for example, 
“if a child tripped and fell over a 
tree root.”

Three Great Bands at Labor Day Festival

Over the past four years, 
Festival Entertainment Chair 
and Vice President Patti 
Brothers has labored hard to 
bring top-flight music makers 
to the Festival stage. This 
year, she is bringing back 
three crowd favorites for re- 
peat performances. As the 
best of what have been 
Washington’s top entertainers, 
they are sure to delight and 
dazzle you and get you tap- 
ping your toes, if not dancing 
on your feet. In-depth por- 
traits of the bands follow,

Diamond Alley 

Great vocals and a wide 
selection of popular as well 
as original songs are the hall- 
mark of Diamond Alley, back 
for a repeat of their 1997 
performance. They are a 
five-piece band, with all five 
members providing vocals for 
a great mix of dance, rock 
and popular music. Diamond 
Alley consists of lead vocal- 
ist and percussionist Chris 
Fath, bassist Berkley Royster, 
guitarist Marc Musser, 
keyboardist Bill Baker, and 
drummer Doug Macuch. The 
band’s achievements include 
television work with WUSA 
Channel 9 and live radio 
broadcasts on WMJC 107.3. 
Diamond Alley was selected 
as the mid-Atlantic region’s 
Best Top 40 band in both 
1995 and 1996. They have 
performed with the Four 
Tops, The Coasters, and Mick 
Fleetwood. They are spon- 
sored this year by Greenbelt 
Empress Travel Services. 

Nighthawks 

The Nighthawks are also a 
popular act from last year’s 
Festival; they will entertain 
on Saturday evening of the 
Labor Day weekend. They 
are sponsored by _ the 
Greenbriar Community Asso- 
ciation. The band is fre- 
quently billed as the “world’s 
best bar band.” 

I am most impressed with 
the group’s invisible commu- 
nication. The bass player 
seems to follow every move 
of the guitar player and the 
singer, and transmits it imme- 


diately to the drummer, on 
some unseen signal - perhaps 
the movement of a shoe or the 
lifting of an eyebrow, or one 
note played more loudly or 
crisply denoting a chord 
change. These guys are a les- 
son in how small performance 
bands should sound, with per- 
fect balance among instru- 
ments, a dominant lead singer, 
and an incessant beat. They 
are the very definition of 
rhythm and blues. 

The group is approaching 
its 25th anniversary and still 
crossing the United States and 
making annual jaunts to Eu- 
rope and occasional trips to 
Japan. Most of the early 
Nighthawks’ work is on CD. 
They released a CD last year, 
“Pain and Paradise.” 

Pride 

The musical group Pride 
has been performing in the 
Baltimore, Washington, Vir- 
ginia and Eastern Shore areas 
for the last 17 years. The 
nucleus of the band consists 
of husband and wife Jim and 
Jeanne Black, who began per- 
forming together in high 
school. Jim is the keyboardist 
and also supplies some lead 
and background vocals. 
Jeanne brings to the group ex- 
pressive vocals, high energy 
stage presence and skill on 
guitar, trumpet, harmonica and 
percussion instruments. Other 
members of the band are Jim 
Bowley, guitarist and vocalist, 
Chris Kreipl, bassist and vo- 
calist, and Mike Kupel, vocal- 
ist and exuberant drummer.
